The. first stage of an investigation 
into a theory that the Americans have 
beefi drifting westward has been 
completed. Canada and 23 other coun 
tries participated in the scientific 
effort to prove the theory first held 
by Wegener, an Australian giophysle- 
lst. 

Brieily, the theory is that in the 
progress of the ages the Americas 
l have been gradually drilling west¬

Through an international arrange¬ 
ment 50 station:, distributed in 30 
countries were united in a longitude 
net by astronomical observations 
coupled with radio time signals.

i Canada took part in the investiga¬ 
tion by occupying two stations, one

| were constantly in use as well as 
j auxiliary equipment of cloeks. ebrono- 
I meters and wireless instruments. At 
Ottawa astronomical observations 
, were obtained on 33 nights, and at 
Vancouver on 25. At each place wire- 
j less time signals from five different 
j sending stations were received and 
j measured at all hours of the day and 
1 night, the total number of distinct 
I signals amounting to ever 1.300. Ob¬ 
servations to determine the relative 
personal equations of tlie four ob¬ 
servers engaged were made' at the 
Dominion Observatory, Ottawa, botn 
-before and after tlie main series of 
observations. 

Other investigations have estab¬ 
lished many favorable points in con¬ 
nection with the theory of drift. It 
has been determined that the sub¬ 
stratum underlying the surface crust 
of the earth is not absolutely rigid 
but is susceptible, under the action of 
long - continued jstrto gradual 
deformation. Thus Continents may be 
considered as floating on a substra¬ 
tum which, when considered over long 
periods or- time, acts like a semi 
r viscous fluid.

Farm Surveys 
And Colonization 

Various provinces of Panada have 
[from time to time, made ’’farm stu- 
vcys” in restricted areas and gleaned 
some useful Information, This, i.-; a 
line of investigation which might 
well be extended. There is real vir- 
I tue in getting right down to the bot¬ 
tom of things agriculturally and find¬ 
ing out where the shoe pinches and 
what the remedy is. Cornell Univer¬ 
sity has made such a survey ln the 
state of New York, and these re¬ 
searches have brought to light many 
interesting and instructive facts of 
real human interest. The following 
are some of the conclusions reached: 

L Farm boys are more likely in 
stay with the farm if they are raised 
on large farms than on small farms. 
Not only do more boys stay at home 
on the larger farms but of those who 
leave such home places more continue 
to engage ln farming. 

2. The reasons are simple after 
all. The larger farm offers a living 
compensation to more persons. And 
quite as important, It has scope 
enough to hold tho boy equipped 
with imagination and aspiration I'm- 
accomplishment. 

3. It pays better to keep at farm¬ 
ing than it does to jump from farming 

something else and back again. 
Farmers who have always en¬ 
gaged In farming have larger holdings 
ivorh more money than those 
who have engaged'in some other oc¬ 
cupation for a while and then re 
:d fanning. 

ese are facts gleaned after dis- 
cussliig matters with a largo number 
of farmers, their wives and children, 

d Doting and classifying the records 
of tho movement of families. These 
conclusions are, of course, quite at 
variance with preconceived notions in 
our West. We are always telling our 
farmers that the smaller place is the 
tiling. Personally, I have never been 
able Lo see how a farmer could make 
a living in our Western country and 
bring up a family on less than half a 
section of good land. On fruit farm 
In the East, or (he irrigable farm in 
the West the area could, of course, be 
considerably reduced. I sometimes 
think that the tendency of tlie future 
may bo towards larger rather than 
towards smaller holdings.
